No 
refusals had been received to 
the offer that for each 100 
watt bulb burned every night 
from 5.30 p.m. to 8.30 a.m. a 
dollar rebate would be given 
the merchant each month. If 
the merchant burned a 200 
watt bulb he would receive a 
$2 rebate. It was stated the 
merchant would be penalized 
if he once signed the contract 
to burn additional window 
light and then failed to do so 
later in the month. Co oper¬ 
ation of the merchants to burn 
more light is advantageous 
both to themselves and to the 
town generally.

Pass Milk Consumption Decreased 
19.1 Per Cent. During Past Year; 
Increased Price Said Responsible 


Statistics listed at the milk 
inspector’s office, department of 
agriculture, in the city, bear out 
a recent statement of Dr. L. B 
Pett, chief of the nutrition divi¬ 
sion of the National Health De-‘ 
partment, Ottawa, that milk 
consumption in most parts of 
Canada is declining. 

A decline has been evident 
throughout southern Alberta 
since the rise in price of milk 
to householders became effect¬ 
ive following the lifting of gov¬ 
ernment subsidies last January. 

Prices of milk in Lethbridge 
in October, 1947, were 14 cents 
a quart compared to 17 cents in 
the same month in 1948. In 
Medicine Hat prices were simi¬

Mr. H. E. Bendickson, concil¬ 
iator, in the dispute between 
the Coleman teachers and the 
trustees over salaries, met the 
school board on Sunday morn¬ 
ing. Board member Wilkie was 
absent. Present in addition to 
the trustees and Mr. Bendick¬ 
son, were Mr. E. Ansiey, secre¬ 
tary of the Alberta Teachers’ 
Association, and Mr. James 
Cousins, chairman of the teach¬ 
ers salary committee. 

The teachers had originally 
asked for a $600 salary boost 
across the board and the Board 
had countered with a $150 
boost across the board. 

Conciliator Bendickson open¬ 
ed the discussions by present¬ 
ing Board with a new salary 
schedule which it it had been 
adopted would have given each 
teacher a boost of $450.00. The 
schedule was turned down by 
the Board and it put forth its 
original offer of $150. 

The conciliator refused to 
consider the offer. 

More debate resulted with the 
Board boosting its ante to $200. 
Again the conciliator refused, 
the offer. The Board raised its 
offer to $300 across the Board 
and refused to budge from this 
figure. The conciliator then 
discarded his new schedule and 
agreed to the $300 raise. The 
salary schedule with the excep¬ 
tion of the $300 wage boost for 
each teacher will be unchanged 
in other phases of the contract. 


The meeting lasted four hours. 

Following the agreement with 
the local school board, Messrs. 
Bendickson and Ansley travel¬ 
led to Blairmore to meet the 
school Board there. Coleman 
Board chairman, at the invita¬ 
tion of Trustee Sam Bannan, of 
Blairmore, also sat in on the 
proceedings. 

Blairmore had previously gone 
on record as adopting any 
agreement made by the Cole¬ 
man Board. 

Conciliator Bendickson again 
opened proceedings by asking 
Blairmore to adopt the salary 
schedule he had placed before 
Coleman. Once again it was 
turned down. 


Blairmore Board countered 
with a $150 across the board 
raise retroactive to April, last or 
a $300 across the Board retro¬ 
active to last September. 

This offer was turned down by 
Mr. Ansley and the Blairmore 
teachers. 

It was stated during the dis¬ 
cussions that what agreement 
was reached with Coleman did 
not enter into the negotiations 
with the Blairmore 3oard and 
teachers. 

Blairmore Board refused to 
increase their offer and the 
teachers’ representatives refus¬ 
ed to accept the offer with the 

result that ft is quite likely that 
the dispute will now go before 
a Board of Ar bitration.

Nurses' Home 
Won’t Be Built At 
Present Time 

Estimated Cost of $50,000 

Considered Too Excessive by 

Municipal Hospital Board 

The Municipal Hospital Board 
has decided to forego the con¬ 
struction of a Nurses’ Home for 
the present. This decision was 
made at a meeting last Thurs¬ 
day evening when blue prints 
on the home were submitted 
along with the estimated cost 
of $50,000. 

The Home was to accommo¬ 
date a minimum of 26 persons, 
the matron having her own 
private room while the rest of 
the nursing staff doubled up. 

The building was to be only 
of frame construction with 
brick veneer to harmonize with 
the hospital proper. The esti¬ 
mated cost was considered ex¬ 
cessive for a building of this 
type. 

As a result of this decision 
further consideration will have 
to be given towards housing the 
nurses.

WHILE MANY’ CANADIANS have questioned whether the era of pros¬ 
perity which followed the war will be an enduring one, there is as.yet little 
cause to believe that it will end soon. Prices, incomes and rates of em¬ 
ployment all remain at high levels and there are few indications that there 
ijs a failing off of any of these at the present time. The demand for food 
has increased in this period because of higher incomes and rising standards 
of nutrition in this country. Abroad, extensive war damage and growth 
in population have raised the need for increased imports of food from this 
country. While foodstuffs form an important part of our trade both at 
home and abioad, demand has increased for many other Canadian products 
as well and this contributes in a large measure to the prosoerity which 
we now enjoy. 


, . Recent figures issued by the Canadian Bureau of 
NOW Reaching Statistics show that Canada’s export trade is not

While exptjrt trade alone is not- the criterion of a na¬ 
tion’s prosperity, increases*auch as have been shown in the past year do 
not indicate any falling off of production or in revenue from our foreign 
markets. A sharp decline in export trade would, without doubt, be taken 
as an alarming sign by Canadian producers and would inevitably have an 
adverse effect on our national economy. While the present period of pros¬ 
perity has brought higher prices and continued scarcities of some com¬ 
modities, it has also brought high rates of employment, higher wages and 
better prices for the products of our farms and other primary industries. 
A flourishing export trade no doubt contributes to this prosperity, and 
figures show that there is at present no indication of a recession in that 
branch of Canada’s economy.

It was stated that complaints had 
been received from millers over a 
period of years concerning the qual¬ 
ity of this particular type of wheat. 
It ha(J always been rated as No. 1 
i Northern, but never quite came up to 
the quality expected. 

Farmers were advised to change 
their sowing operations to Saunders, 

- Thatcher or even Redman if they 
r wished to hold their grades. 

Confronted with reporters who had 


sought him for almost 24 hours after 
the announcement of his winning, he 
related what went into the growing 
of the world-beating kernels. He 
didn’t say where he had been for 24 
hours. 

Planted on May 15, the wheat was 
carefully harvested with a binder 
about 90 days later. The yield, 
which he estimated 72 pounds to the 
bushel, was then hand-pwl-ed for the 
best grains. 

Jack has lived with his parents, 
MA and Mrs. Sidney Allsop, and his 
younger brother, Albert, on three 
Alberta farms—at Wembley, in the 
Peace River district, and now at Red

is "hard to beat’’ for farming. 

Unmarried, Jack farms the '480 
acres with his parents. It’s a mixed 
farm. With his wheat and other 
field crops he raises six head of Hol¬ 
stein milk cattle, and 30 Angus 
steers. The livestock is fpr use, not 
for show purposes. He would rather 
stick to winning wheat titles.

Ryerson, L.P.P. national organ¬ 
ization secretary, in Coleman 
Nov. 24, and Blairmore Nov. 23.) 

Only a united people’s move¬ 
ment, headed by labor, can offer 
effective resistance to the threat 
of a new world war. The first 
step that must be taken by

They are the fruits of a 
profit-system in decay, at the 
end of its rope. 

The -job of labor and the 
friends of peace Is to resist the 
union-smashing drive, which is 
part of the militarization pro¬ 
gram of Wall Street and its Ca¬ 
nadian stooges; to defeat the 
war policies of St. Laurent and 
Drew, the spokesmen of Amer¬ 
ican war parties within Canada;

It is an example of the rounded- 
out economy which is abuilding. 

Not so long ago, in the ’80s, Leth¬ 
bridge was founded on coal—and it 
still is around, here in abundance. 
Also came cattle, because the buffalo 
had gone and the Indians had to be 
fed. Then hard wheat, still the) 
wealthiest crop. But relatively 
cently came irrigation on a large 
scale, and that is the word in Leth¬ 
bridge today. 

For irrigation made possible the 
sugar beet and one rut of every 10 
pounds of sugar which Canadians eat 
is produced right here; it brought 
vegetables and a canning industry, 
and last year 1,500,000 pounds of 
frozen peas were shipped to Ontario 
alone, it provided extra fodder for 
cattle; and it removed miifch of the 
curse of drought from a country 
which at best has a low rainfall. 

It is also bringing more population 
per square mile—raising it gradual-, 
ly from three persons to 17, a stable 
population which should get along 
come boom or depression, dry year 
or wet. 

There’s oil around here too, not a 
great deal in production yet, but 
sharing Alberta’s general optimism 
in this direction. 

Irrigation , 

Take this matter of irrigation and 
forget for the moment the big wheat 
farms of this area which produced 
42,000,000 bushels of wheat worth 
$75,000,000 this year, and the large 
cattle ranches as big as 65,000 acres. 

For irrigation makes possible the 
smaller farms of, say, 160 acres. 
They plant about 25 acres to sugar 
beets from which a farmer today 
can get $200 an acre; some more to 
vegetables for canning which will 
bring $125 to $150 an acre; the rest 
to hay, oats, some wheat, these most¬ 
ly for feed; and they add cattle and 
sheep. 

About 536,000 acres now are irri¬ 
gated in southern Alberta, but fur¬ 
ther big projects arc afoot. There's 
the St. Mary-Milk river development, 
for instance, south of Lethbridge, 
which will have a dam creating a 
lake 17 miles long by six wide, and 
add another 400,000 acres. It will 
make possible 3,000 to 4,000 farms 
where now there are only 500. Alto¬ 
gether about 2,500,000 acres in south¬ 
ern Alberta may be brought in, and 
this is part of a larger westerq pic¬ 
ture which envisages similar devel¬ 
opments in central and southern 
Saskatchewan. 

Sugar Reel 1‘lants 

It is fascinating to visit the sugar 
plants at Picture Butte or Raymond 
(or, later on, the one now building 
at Tabor), and see the beets c 
in on belt conveyors, get steeped and 


distilled, and see white granulated 
sugar come out at the other end of 
the plant. It is just 12 hours from 
raw beet till it’s ready for your por¬ 
ridge. 

You can taste it along the way, 
from the shrbdded white beet, al¬ 
ready naturally sweet, through the 
thicker and thicker syrups, until a 
sticky brown mass miraculously 
turns to pure white sugar- as it is 
whirled at high speed, the molasses 
content going off through filters. 

Fifty thousand tons of beets are 
stockpiled at Picture Butte alone at 
the moment, and 1,700 tons of sugar 
are processed there daily making 
more than 250 tons of sugar a day 
while the crop season is on. 

About 17 per cent, of the beet is 
sugar. What is left is pulp and molas¬ 
ses. That goes to cattle feed yards 
which have collected around Leth¬ 
bridge, and some. 50,000 cattle worth 
about $15,000,000 on the hoof, think 
it good eating when it is mixed with 
grains. You think so, too, for much 
of that sugar you put in your tea, 
and much of that beef in your main 
course, came from the same thing, 
a great, big, white, ugly sugar beet. 

Not that all western cattle are 
raised around Lethbridge—not at all, 
but a lot of them are; most of the 
others just have to do without beets. 

And not to get in the hair of more 
populous Calgary, with its 100,000 
people, or neighboring Medicine Hat, 
all southern Alberta doesn’t belong 
to Lethbridge. It’s field is the more 
southern part, about 100 miles south 
of Calgary and 50 miles north of the 
international boundary, an area 
which needs a city of its own, which 
is fast-growing Lethbridge with 18,- 
000 people and 35,000 predicted, a 
place of wide western streets arid 
sunshine. 

It’s down near where the Crow's 
Nest pass leads into British Colum¬ 
bia, where the Kettle Valley railway 
runs west through Cranbrook, Nel¬ 
son, past industrial Trail and on to 
Penticton and Vancouver. It’s the 
way southern Albertans and south¬ 
ern British Columbians want the 
trans-Canada highway to run, basing 
their claims on density of population 
and the soft Chinook winds which 
would make a highway operational 
the year around.
